“Bullet Playing" Miners., 


The Scotch miner has many ways of 
amusing himself. Quoits is ‘a favorite | 
game of his; so is a game called ‘‘round- | 
ers"—a sort of cricket—and cricket itself 
is popular among the younger men, but 
with them football is the favorite pas- 
time.. Leaping, running, throwing the 
hammer and tossing the caber are all 
practiced, and in some parts a game 
called “bullet playing” isin high favor. 
We have never seen this played except 
in the Lothians and Stirlingshire, and 
there it was at one time crack amuse- 
ment. Rather a peculiar amusement, 
too. Itis played in this manner: A cer- 
tain distance, say a mile out anda mile 
in, is fixed upon as the ground to be coy- 
ered by the players, and the man who 
does so in the fewest number of throws 
is declared the winner. The bullet is a 
polished ball of hard whinstone, and 
weighs from ten to fourteen ounces, and 
this ball the player takes into his hand 
and running to a line drawn on the road- 
way, he swings his arm and throws with 
all his might. This is termed ‘hainch- 
ing the bullet,” anda good player can | 
cover the mile in five or six throws. The | 
game is one mainly of strength, but a-| 
good deal of skill can be shown in it. | 

Each player has a man in front to | 
show where the bullets should be landed, | 
and his business is to see that, if his di- | 
rections are followed, the bullet of his 
player will have the best part of the 
road to run on.

The Billboards’ Decline. 


Theatrical managers have lately been 
the question of tho most 
profitable manner of advertising their 
shows. A few years ago the billboard 
was the only ized method of com- 
munication between the mangger and 
his patrons. Spaces upor every fence 
and corner were eagerly bozght up by 
the enterprising advance agent; saloon 
lesa eg wee regs i to hold the cae 
graphs, and a free pass accompani 
each picture displayed. What was the 
result? After the agent had gone his 
rounds and parawd the town the ticket 
scalper also his pilgrimage. He 
bought up the free passes at a small cost 
ind sold them afterward at a good profit 
‘o himself and filled the house at a direct 
‘oss to the original management. The 
cheme was a complete failure. 

Later another was adopted and 
vith similar Season tickets, ad- 
mitting the holder to four performances 
3 month and not transferable, were 
issued, and on. each performance the 
Joof keeper was obliged to punch out 
pne of the dates, as in a railroad ticket. 
The result was that the holders of these 

held off until they had accumu- 
ted a dozen or so of admissions to their 
credit, and then swooped down upon the 
theatre in their might and owned the 
house. In Buffalo last season one man- 
ewes forced to give away 1,700 free 
ions in one wegk, and only saved 
himself from ruin by getting the differ- 
ences in the prices of those of his pa- 
trons who wished to obtain better seats 
than their passes admitted them to. 

It is generally conceded among ad- 
vanced theatrical managers that the 
new r is atonce the cheapest and 
the st way of reaching the great 
theatre going public. Such is the condi- 
tion of Philadelphia at present that upon 
the principal streets there are no places 
for the billboard and the litho h. 
They must be exiled to the = Sal 
where the theatrical patron never- ven- 
tures, and the small boy who cannot 
read unites with the equally illiterate 
goat for their speedy destruction. An 
afternoon’s shower will erase the work 
of days, batter down the signs, blur the 
colors, and generally destroy the most 
ambitious bill posted. The newspaper 
is, in truth, the only reliable means of 
theatrical as it is of other advertisement.

€yratic Gentlemen Who Mirror Their 
Fancies in Art Saleons. 


Of all classes of art and’ artists, from 
the highest to the lowest, from Michael 
down to the brush wielder who 
whitewashes the back fence, there is 
Í jedan no class with whom the public 
f mosa thah known in 
| evi y logy as ‘mirror dec- 
orating.” et almost eoar has 
seen decorated mirrors. They abound 
| in saloons and places of public resort, 
| and, though so common, it is a rare 
| thing to catch tthe artist at his work. 
Elaborate scenes, graceful flowers, ferns 
and figures, or an ‘‘advance notice” of 
some coming theatrical attraction stand 
out on the polished glase, but how they 
came there or by whom they were done 
isa mystery to the passer by and the 
man who tarries before the bar. 

‘Who does it?” repeated a cocktail dis- 
penser on Madison street to a Mail repre- 
sentative, looking upat a huge mirror 
which exhibited a foreground of reeds 
palf concealing We arses hh coast Ls 
owing the spectator to gaze over a lake 
ee ieee a boat was sailin g, and 

ringin eye against a range of moun- 
tains in the distance. ‘‘Well, lots of 
fellows around town do the work asa 
steady job, and any number of ‘seeds’ 
tramp the country picking up drinks, 
grub and occasionally a sar, because 

ey know how to handle a pencil—or, 
rather, the soap—in this kind of work. 

“It's done with soap, you know—pure, 
white soap. The man who did this piece 
of work was a traveler, and from the 
way he looked when he came in the other 
morning and struck for the job, I should 
judge he entered the city in one of the 
side door @ cars. e had a pocket- 
-ful of soap, and I told him if he would 
apply a little of it to his face and hands, 
in conjunction with some water, he could 
use the rest on the mirror.

Oystermen’s Association. 

The Oystermen’s Association of Mary- 
land was incorporated Tuesday in Balto. 
by Hanson-P.Barnes,; Wm. McGee, Mi- 
chael Martin, Patrick F. Prendergast, 
Wm. H.Thompsan, Patrick Corbett, 
Thomas B. Schall, Wm. T. Shaw and 
Charles R. Aughinbaugh. The object of 
the corporation is to protect the oyster 
industry of the State by seeking proper 
legislation and the enforcement of legal 
regulations concerning the oyster pro- 
duct of the State and of the Chesapeake 
bay and its tributaries. The officers are 
Charles R. Augbinbaugh, president; 
George W: Moore and John H. Adams, 
vice-presidents; Alfred Nichols and Jas. 
H. Smith, secretaries; Henry S. Morgan, 
treasurer, and a board of ten directors. 
There is no capital Btock. 

The object of the Oystermen’s Associa- 
tion, as stated by their leading men, is to 
secure better co-operation and more cor- 
dial feeling among ‘all classes and sec- 
tions interested in the oyster industry. 
They propose to unite the tongers and 
dredgers in a movement to secure more 
intelligent legislation and wiser regula- 
tions. and, having done this. to put the 
whole influence of the association to 
have them enforced. They intend to 
try to have the oyster police organized 
and operated on the plan of the city pol- 
ice, and, as General Johnson, the coun- 
se] of the association, stated, want Mar- 
shal Frey as chief of the water police as 
well as the police force of the city. Such 
an organization under such & chief. 
would, he thought, put the water police 
in its proper place as a police and not as 
an opeta bouffe “navy.” Such a police 
force, properly disciplined and controll- 
ed, would enforce the law as well as our 
city police doon land. The association 
is open to all, and, it is hoped, will be 
largely.reinforced by tongers or their re- 
presentatives.

Privilege Denied an American Vexsel. 

An American bark, the Mary Has- 
brook, bound for Boston, put into Hali- 
ifax Tuesday for the purpose of being 
fitted with a new set of sails which lad 
just been brought irto port by another 
American yessel: The captain of the 
Mary Masbrook applied to the acting col- 
lector of customs to be permitted to en- 
ter the sails freeof duty, on the ground 
that they were for use on his own vessel. 
This privilege, however, is one that. has 
been denied to the Canadian vessels un- 
der the same circumstances in United 
States ports,on the ground that there is 
no law to permit such concessions being 
made, and the customs department of 
the Dominion being equally without le- 
gal authority to warrant such an act, 
was obliged to decline to give the per- 
mission asked for.

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Executions In yllinols. 


A bill bas been introduced in the Il- 
lionis Legiglature providingfor the ex- 
ecution of criminals by electricity. The 
provisions of the bill are similar to those 
of the New York law. The execution 18 
to take place in the State prison, and the 
time of such execution is not to be less 
than twenty-five days nor more than 
fortyfive days after the sentence of death 
has been pronounced. The only persons 
to be permitted to witness the execution 
are a justice of the’ Supreme Court, the

AMERICA’S DISCOVERY. 


ACCOUNTS OF PRE-COLUMBIAN VOY- 
AGES AND SHORT $~’:rS. 


Iceland's Ancient Lore Eecorus an Expe- 
dition Which Took Place in 986—Expe- 
riences Which Lead to the Belief That 
America Was the Place Visited. 


The ancient lore of the Icelandic sagas 
furnishes proof of the early colonization 
of the AES Sy Eryri in a Tenth 
century by the Scandinavians. The sa 
and apes which ancient Scandi- 
navian hi 
taining the ry of America by the 
Northmen, were originally intrusted to 
the memory, and these verbal traditions 


formed hi narratives. 

In the early part of the Twelfth cen- 
, tury, when the Icelanders had become 
familiar with the Latin chirography, 
they were committed to writing. Manu- 
scripts found in Iceland during the year 

650 make record of an ition to 
| Greenland led in 986 by Eric , of Ice- 
| land. His son Lief, who accompanied 
| him, enlisted a crew of thirty-five men, 
' and set sail from Greenland on another 

voyage of exploration. In due time they 

came to a well wooded tand to the south- 
west of Greenland, where day and night 
| seemed more equal than in Greenland 
and Iceland. 
GIVING THE LAND A NAME. 

After a short sojourn in this newly 
found country, Lief, in company with 
his followers, returned to Greenland, 
and the fame acquired by this expedition 
encouraged his brother Thorwald to em- 
bark in the same vessel in 1002 for the 
recently discoyered territory, to which 
was given the name of Wineland (Vine- 
land). Thorwald and his crew, having 
safely reached their destination, spent 
the winter in the booths which Lief had 
erected. In the spring he explored the 
western coast and found the land not 
| only attractive, but rich in vines and 

forest. 


No evidences of human habitation were 
vzista_uor did he And.te~.loirs gf ani- 
mais. Afterwards sailing eastward tite 
cams toa cape upon whose sandy beac 
ne Having crossed this pro- 
jection, to their surprise they saw three 
boats made of skins, jally buried in 
the sand, beneath which nine men lay 
hidden, eight of whom were caught and 
killed, one managing to éscape. Later 
these Northmen were attacked by the 
Esquimaux, to whom the eight so re- 
cently killed probably belonged. Thor- 
wald, fatally wounded in the encounter, 
was buried on the promontory where he 
fell.

THE SECOND EXPEDITION. 

The sagas make mention of another 
expedition, undertaken by Thorfin Karls- 
fue, who enlisted as his associates sixty 
men and five women. Sailing from Ice- 
land in a southerly direction, they ar- 
rived at the place where Lief had built 
his huts. After landing the cows and a 
bull to graze, which they had brought 
with them, Karlsfue ordered his men to 
fell trees and prepare timber fer the 
ship's cargo; and while thus engaged 
ey aw Ener ing from the woods Bee 

raelings. ppening toappear where 
the bull was feeding, and being rather 
of a ferocious spirit, he bellowed loudly, 
and made an attack upon them, which 
led them immediately to retreat.

The ceremony of marriage among

When a native wants a wife, if there is 
none in his own town to svit him, he 
sends to some neighboring chief asking 
if there isa girlin his town ôf the age 
desired. If the answer is in the afirma- 
tive, he then presents his case to the old 
men of his town, and after a “palaver, 
or talk, at which there is the drinking of 
much rum, they agree that he may bring 
home as a wife a woman from another 
town.

In the meantime the women of his 
town—maids, wives and widows—having

his leaving urati] their charms havo been 
admitted and theifxindignationallayed by 
many presents. Thi3 Custom, despite 
every precaution of the man, esften ends 
in disputes which are settled only Why an 
Per ito the ‘‘fetich man” and ‘‘sUyssi- 
wood. 


However, hfiving overcome the diffi- 
culties of his departure, he arrives at and 
is received in his prospective” bride's 
town by the old men of the place and by 
them conducted to the ‘‘palaver house,” 
where there is more talk and tnore rum.

Galilean Microscope. 

M. Govi, an Italian savant, has pre- 
sented a r to the French Academy of 
Sciences in which he claims for Gali 
the distinction of having discovered the 
microscope as well as the telescope. He 
has found a book printed in 1610, accord- 
ing to which Galileo had already directed 
lis tube fitted with lenses to the observa- 
tion of small near objects. The philoso- 
pher himself stated, shortly after this 
date, that he had been able to observe 
through a lens the movements of minute 
animals and their organs of sense. Ina 
letter written in 1614 to a Sig. Tarde he 
states that he has with his microscope 
“seen and observed’ flies as large as 
sheep, and how their bodies were covered 
with hairs, and they had sharp claws.” 
The date usually assigned to the discov- 
ery of the microscope is 1621, and the in- 
vention is attributed to Cornelius Dreb- 
bel, 2 Dutchman; but according to M. 
Govi the date must be thrown back 
eleven years and the credit.of the first 
construction awarded to Galileo.—Lon- 
don Times.

TROUBLE HUNTERS, 


MEN WHO CLIMB TELEGRAPH POLES 
AND THINGS THEY sce. 


How Breaks in the System “re Discovered 
and Remedied—Looking on Beecher's 
Deathbed—A Lineman Who Did a Wo- 
man a Service and Had to Pay for It. 


Toa person not thoroughly versed in 
matters ing to telegraphing the 
line room on the seventh floor of the 
Western Union building on Broadwa 
would prove parpi interesting. It 
is situated immediately beneath the 
switchboard, and has over 5,000 wires 
entering the different windows. This is 
the linemen’s headquartérs, and the 
starting point of the ‘trouble hunters.” . 

“T am often asked what a ‘trouble 
hunter’ is, and I'll tell you,” said one of

counter. They are designated as ‘open,’ 
‘ground’ and ‘escape.’ An ‘open’ is a 
complete break in the wire, which: is 
easily enough repaired when found. 
A COOL HEAD REQUIRED. 
“When a wire *grounds’ it’s a different 
thing. -The earth, of course, is a reposi- 
tory for all electrical fluids, and if an 
exposed wire touches at any place it nat- 
urally interferes with the circuit. A 
n pole, when wet, is also an excel- 
ent conductor, and frequently causes us 
no end of trouble. A telegraph pole 
should be thoroughly seasoned before 
being put into use, but frequently a green 


one is putup, and then after a heavy 


shower the wrapper around the wire 
may become worn, and, the line coming 
in contact with the green wood, the elec- 
trical current, instead of being carried 
along on the circuit, runs into the earth;

“An ‘estape’ is on the same principle 
asa ‘ground.’ It generally occurs where 
the insulation on a wire becomes worn 
and part of the electrical fluid escapes 
and runs on the circuit.” 

‘What are the principal qualifications 
to become a lineman?” 

“A cool head. Any one could per- 
form the mechanical part of the work 
after a little experience, but to do it at 
an elevation of a couple of hundred 
feet on a slim pole, when a fall means 
certain death, is another thing. When 
a strong wind is blowing it makes the 
task particularly hard and dangerous. 
The spurs we wear, attached to our 
boots, sometimes giye way; and then 
again the wood is often rotten, and one 
Misstep means a fall. There’s a knack 
in climbing up a pole “properly, but it’s 
not half as bad as the coming down. 
The sensation, I can tell you, is very 
peculiar toa new hand.” s 

SEEN FROM THE POLE'S TOP. 
According to the statement of half a 
dozen linemen spoken to, some very 
sights have Been witnessed by 
them while perched on a crossbar of a 
pole. One of them in relating his ex- 
perience said he was working for a tele 
phon company in Brooklyn and had 
sent to repair a wire on Clark 
street.

Who Owns the Photograph? 

Justice North's decision in a London 
court that private photographs are pri- 
vate property is a reassertion, or rather 
a natural application, of a principle 
which should be familiar. Unscrupulous 
photographers have claimed the right to 
sell and exhibit piiotosgranlis of their 
customers against their will, and there 
have been legal opinions contirming this 
extraordinary view. Thus it has been 
held that the employment and payment 
of a photographer to reproduce the feat- 
ures of a private person, for the latter's 
private purposes, gave the pho! pher 
aright to use the negative for the pub- 
lication of photographs for public sale, 
Justice North, however, declares the 
photographer wholly in the wrong, and 
aptly says that while the negative be- 
longs to the photographer the copyright 
is vested in the person photographed. 
This eminently sensible decision should 
check a practice common abroad. For- 
tunately, this evil k2s been less prevalent 
here, although it exists, and erican 
courts, we believe, have decided that the 
photographer has no right to make mer- 
chandise of the likenesses of private cus- 
tomers.—Frank Leslie's Newspaper.

Marvels of the Connecticut River. 

Perhaps as curious and. delightful a 
book as we could select at random is this 
“History of Connecticut” which lies be- 
fore me., It is a little calf bound volume, 
printed anonymously about a century 
ago, and generally ascribed to the Rev. 
Samuel Peters, a clergyman of Hebron, 
Conn... Mr. Peters lived in a credulous 
age, and some of the facts which he 
gravely relates seem a little startling to 
our modern skepticism. Here is his de- 
scription of the Connecticut river: “The 
middle river is named Connecticut, after 
the great sachem to.whom the province 
belonged. It takes its rise from the 
White Hills in the north of New Eng- 
land, where also springs the river Ken- 
nebec. Two hun miles from the 
Sound is a narrow of five miles Only, 
formed by two shelving mountains of 
solid rock, whose tops intercept the 
clouds. Through this chasm are com- 
pelled to pass all the waters which in the 
time of the floods ‘bury the northern 
country. 

“People who can bear the sight, the 
groans, the tremblings and surly motion 
of water, trees, and ice through this aw- 
ful passage, view with astonishment one 
of the greatest phenomena in nature. 
Here water is consolidated, without 
frost, by pressure, by swiftness, between 
the pinching, sturdy rocks, to such a de- 
gre of induration that an iron crowbar 

oats smoothly down its current; here 
iron, lead and cork have one common 
weight; here, steady as time and harder 
than marble, the stream passes, irresisti- 
ble, if not swift, as lightning.” Quite a 
remarkable phenomenon! And yet not 
many years have passed since the good 
people of Connecticut believed such 
things. My grandfather was a boy when 
this k was written.—A. M. Cummings 
in Boston Transcript.

The Delaware Peach Growers. ` 

Dover, Det, Feb. 13.—The largest 
convention of Delaware peach growers 
ever held in the State met in the Court 
House Hall here today. under the aus- 
dices of the State- board of agriculture, 
to consider means to prevent the spread 
of the peach yellows, Dr. Hugh Martin, 
of Seaford, was selected as chairman, and 
Wesley Webb, of Dover, secretary of the 
convention. 

It was shown to the convention that 
the disease bad first made its appearance 
in the State in 1842, near Delaware City 
New Castle county. It reached Middle- 
town in 1880, and in 1886 was doing great 
damage in the vicinity of Dover. The 
result of its ravages was that In New Cas- 
tle county it wasin all the orchards and 
many were entirely ruined. There are 
only a few old orchards, and what young 
ones there were attacked. 

In thej upper third of Kent county 
four-fifths of dll thé orchards were affect- 
ed, and at least one-third were entirely, 
ruined. In the middle partof the county 
about three-fourths of all the orchards 
were affected. Some of them were 
ruined. Nearly one-half were affected in 
the lower part of Kent county, but in 
most cases there are only a few trees in 
each orchard, and a majority of the trees 
are still healthy. 

The disease only prevails to a limited 
extent in Sussex county, and mostly near 
Milford. It is not present at Bridge- 
ville, Seaford or Laurel unless it be in 
two or three young orchards at Seaford 
in a few trees recently imported from 
New Jersey. Itis estimated that up to 
the present time over a quarter million 
of trees have been ruined by the disease. 

Irving Smith, of the Agricultural De- 
partment, has been in the State for over 
two years past investigating the disease. 
He gave it as his opinion to the conven- 
tion that unless legislation was adopted 
to prevent the spread that it would only 
be a question of a few years before it 
would destroy the peach crop of the 
State. He believed that it was a con- 
tagious disease, because it did not seem 
to be due to poverty of the soil, for the 
reason, first, that chemical analyses are 
contradictory,they not agreeing in show- 
ing a deficiency of Jime, potash or phos- 
phoric acid; second, copious applications 
of these and other chemicals have not 
cured or arrested the spread of the dis- 
ease; third, trees set in the place of those 
dug out on account of yellows are not 
more likely to contract disease than 
others fhthe same orchard. Mr. Smith 
said that be had inoculated trees by mix- 
ing a diseased bud with a healthy one. 
He advocated the passage of a law simi- 
lar to the Michigan law. 

The bill recently introduced into the 
Legislature. by Representative Sackett 
was proposed to the convent:on by Man- 
Hayes. The bill provides for a com- 
mission to take out any fruit or trees 
that have disease, and provides a penal- 
ty forany grower who allows the dis- 
eased fruit to remain. The act is con- 
fined in its Operations to the lower half 
of Kept county and all of Sussex. In 
the convention an effort was made to ex- 
tend its operations to the New Castle 
county line, but it was defeated after a 
hot tight. The bill was then -indorsed 


‘unanimously, and the officers of the con- 


Yention directed to urge its passage be- 
fore the Legislatare. 

When the act comes up for final pas- 
sage in the Legislature an attempt will 
be made to extend its provisions to the 
whole State. The heaviest growers are 
in favorof this, for the reason that if it 
is confined to the district contemplated 
in the billno permanent effect can be 
made to stop the spread of the disease, 
and the fruit from une section would is- 
oculate that of the other. Some of the 
members of the convention claimed that 
the disease was not contagious, but was 
due to the presence of the apis worm, 
which ate the roots of the tree. It was 
stated that nearly the entire soil of Now 
Castle county was permeated with the 
worm.— Balto Sun. 


Old Biack Sam's Will, 


A contest was cominenced Wednesduy 
in the Surrogate’s Court at White Plains 
over the will of Samuel Sniffin, a colored 
farmer, who died in the town of Green- 
burg September 13, 1887, leaving $15,000 
in United States bonds, 

The testator, who was over eighty 


‘years of age, worked for over half a cen- 


tury asa farm hand in Greénburg. His 
wife died many years ago, but he left 
two grandchildren, Josph P. Sniffin, of 
Yonkers, and John F. Sniffin, of Tarry- 
town. The testator did not leave a cent 
to his relatives, but bequeathed his en- 
estate to Louisa Whemyre and Caroline 
Whempyre, danghters of Gilbert Whe- 
myre,who has been superintendent of the 
Westchester No. 3County Farm at Green- 
burg for many years. Sniffin formerly 
worked for Superintendent Whemyre, 
and became attached to the superintend- 
ent’s two daughters, who are now prepos- 
sessing young women about twenty- 
three and twenty-five years of age re- 
spectively. They were kindto the old 
colored man and administered to him in 
his last sickness. The old man could 
not read or.write and made his mark to 
the will, 

The heirs at law, with their counsel, 
appeared in the Surrogate’s Court yes- 
terday and asked’to have the will set 
aside on the gronnd of undue influence. 
They claimed that when the will was 
offered for probate they had not been 
cited to appear -in court. They were 
ninch incensed that Sniffin should leave 
all his money to two white girls. 


A Bible Misprinat. 


It is ‘popularly snpposed, remarks a 
correspondent of the London Daily News, 
that the authorized version of the Bible, 
as we have it today, is entirely free from 
printers’ errors, and it may be interest- 
ing a good many of your readers to learn 
thafit confams anything of the kind. 
The following passage, however, speaks 
for itself, and the misprint contained in 
t will be readily noticed: “Woe tothe 
idol shepherd that leaveth- the flock! 
The sword shall be upon his arm, and 
upon his right eye; his arm shall be clean 
dried up and bis right eye shall be utter- 
ly darkened.” (Zechariah, chap. xi., v. 
17.) Curiously enough, this error has 
been allowed to remain uncorrected by 
the Universities Press forenearly fifty 
years, aid possibly for a much longer 
period; at any rate, it will be found in 
the editions of the Bible for 1839 and 
1883, 1885 being the date of publication 
of the revised version. it was, of course, 
discovered by the Revising Company:

It was with conside able appreciation 
that we'read the recent articles_in. the 
ADVERTISER that our teachers are snug 
gesting improvements and inquiring af- 
ter better modes of work. We would ask 
what can be done to improve the work? 
The county, with but few exceptions, is 
well provided with houses and a good 
line of text books are now in use. The 
facilities, in most places, are about equal 
to the powers to use them. One thing 
especially needed is, preparation forthe 
work, that is a knowledge of how to 
teach, not merely to hear recitations and 
keep the pupils at work, but to instruct, 
systematize and labor to make the 
pupils understand, the work the are 
endeavoring to do, - 

There is too much memory work; it 
should give place, in a measure, to in- 
vention, reason and perception. Insti- 
tutes and associations carinot bring about, 
this change, They can do bot little 
beyond ‘stimulating teachers in their 
work. The majority of our teachers are 
not versed in the improved’ methods of 
teaching, and why are they not? The 
first and most important reason is that 
the compensation will not justify the 
preparation. We do not mean to reflect 
on the work of our teachers. We haye 
good, honest teachers, who are doing a 
great deal in the interest of education, 
and deserve much credit for what they 
have done for themselves and for what 
they are doing for others. Oh! that we 
had cheap and convenient meaus of pre- 
paring our teachers fur the important 
work of teaching. If we had, we would 
have fewer teachers of bigh aspirations 
plodding along in the same olt-routine.

Why Some of the Gilded Youths Dress So | 
Well on Small Salaries. | 
There is a permanent interrogation 
point inagreat many people’s minds, 
ani that is how young men eafning any- 
where from $10 to $18 a.week can dress | 
as wellas men earning five or six times 
asmuch. Yet they manage te doit, and 
have enough money left to make a po- 
lite little ripple in the society in which 
they move, : 
The early elevated trains and horse 
cars are crowded with well dressed 
ycung men, who gaze about as com- 
placently and sélf satisfied as if they 
were part owners in a railroad and lived 
only to cut coupons and draw, dividends.

A POTLATCH IN ALASKA. 


CURIOUS FESTIVAL OBSERVED BY 
THE THLINKETS. 


The Blanket as a Social Factor and Index 
of Wealth—Saving Up to Be Able to 
Give a Big Blow Out That Leaves the 


Giver in Complete Poverty. 


A “‘potlatch” is a social institution pe~ 
culiar to the natives along the North 
Pacific coast. The word means a “big 
feast,” but that does not signify all that 
the same words doto the white races. 
Blankets are the signs of wealth among 
these people. To have so many blankets 
is among them to be just so rich. These 
blankets are stored up and hoarded just 
as the miser hoards his gold, but for a 
totally different purpqse. The idea is to 
have a big ‘‘potlatch” some time. Often 
this takes place when the owner of the 
blankets gets past middie life and feels 
that the time has come when he can af- 
ford to make this social display. Again 
they are laid up and treasured so that a 
big “‘potlatch” may be held after the 
owner is dead. 

The Thlinket village just north of and 
adjoining Sitka now has about 1,500 win- 
ter inhabitants, those who are out fish- 
ing and working at the canneries all sum- 
mer having come in to stay until work 
begins again insummer. Though they

| “COLUMBINE'S” EXPERIENCE WITH 
A COMPANY ON THE ROAD. 


| Bidding Farewell to Digestion and Com-

I shall never forget my first experience 
of “one night towns.” We had been play- 
ing in large cities and staying a week at 
a time in each of them. Inoticed a spirit 
of discontent and rebellion in the com- 
pany when it came near-time for our 
“one night jumps,” as they called them, 
but I thought the actors unreasonable. 
I rather enjoyed the idea of only staying 
one day inaplace. I thought it would 
be interesting to see the different towns, 
and I would never have a chance to get 
sick of a place or a hotel.

Selling Cattle by Welght. 

A writer iu Mark Lane Express se- 
verely deprecates the custom: in vogue 
in England with buyers and sellers in 
estimating cattle, or buying: by the head 
instead of by actual ascertained weight. 
By this system he béfieves farmers are 
cheated and robbed of much of the profits 
in raising cattle, and advises them to 
supply themselves with weighing. ma- 
chines of their own, so long as butchers 
and salesmen remain averse to buying by 
weight. There can be no doubt that in 
such cases the farmer is at a great disad- 
vantage with buyers, whos: opportuni- 
ties fur determining the dead weight of 
living animals ure so much better, from 
the nature of their occupation, and the 
wonder is that English farmers should 
hare submitted to such a practice so 
lon;z. 
Much of this business of buying by the 
hez:!, says the agricultural quitor of The 
We'd, has been done in this country, 
znd, it is stzrcely to be doubted, quite 
gererally to the farmer's diadvantage; 
but of late yours the system of selling at 
actual weight has been growing in favor, 
and cattle scales are now so cheap as to 
hare become common in towns, as well 
äs on stock farms, so that there is no 
longer any necessity for the elemént of 
chance in the buying and selling of stock 
as it is picked up through the country by 
butchers or shippers. No good reason 
can be given why a farmer should sell a 
bulloc: cn an estimation of its weight 
that would rot apply with equal force to 
the buyer ufter the meat was dressed. 
It is true that the percentage of dead 
weight varics considerably in different 
animals according to breed and feeding, 
but an accurate knowledge of the live 
weisht isin important factor in deter- 
mining the value of the animal before it 
has been tlaughtered.

thieves direct at a ridiculously low price, 
and sell the stuff to small dealers ‘at a 
small profit. A “fence” will buy any- 
thing that is stolen, from a silver spoon 
to a suit of clothes or an assortment of 
clothing, and thereby hangs part of the 
tale. Every time there is a big clothing 
robbery the stuff is fenced and immedi- 
ately passed to the sacred precincts of 
Baxter street. Sometimes the better 
portion of the thieves’ work find their 
way into clothing stores in better neigh- 
borhoods, and because of the extremely 
reasonable price at which it is bought, 
the suits are sold very cheap. Now, you 
would not suppose a broker's clerk would 
go to Baxter street for clothes. Neither 
doeshe. He sends the clothing man’s 
agent for what he wants. This agent 
calls on the clerk and is told what style 
of clothing is wanted. “Then the young 
man is measured, and when the clothes 
come home they need very little altering. 
The” cost is comparatively nothing. A 
a Prince Albert coat and vest can be 
ought for from $8 to $20, while cutaways 
and sack suits are to be had for prices 
ranging from $5 to $15. Of course a 
great deal of the stuff issecond hand and 
a great deal is stolen. The second hand 
clothes are easily “fixed up,” and the 
merchants of Baxter street have ‘so deli- 
cate a facility for this "fixing up” pro- 
cess that they will change the whole 
complexion of a suit. The stolen goods 
are sold just as they are bought with the 
exception of a slight change in the 
maker's tag on the inside of the collar. 

Still there is another, more legitimate, 
way of obtaining clothing that ‘is fash- 
ionable, new and costly. There are a 
great -many young men, rich and fash- 
ionable, in New York, who spend most 
of their time buying and giving clothes 
away after wearing them once or twice. 
This may seem strange to men who have 
but two suits, and wear them until they 
are absolutely too threadbare to wear any 
longer, yet nevertheless it is the case. 
Suits of clothes costing all the way from 
$50 to $100 euch are made for these 
wealthy young men, and are worn prob- 
ably three or four times and then given 
to valets. To follow the course of the 
clothes from this point would be a pretty 
heavy undertaking. Sometimes they are 
sold to’ second hand dealers on Sixth, 
Fourth and Third avenues, who make a 
handsome profit on evcry suit bought 
and sold. Out of the clothes given to 
him the valet keeps the best for himself, 
of course, and manages to make consid- 
erable money out of what he sells: Thus 
itis thet so many’young men earning 
small salaries can dress so fashionably 
and live honestly.—The Clothier.

? ALASKAN! POLYGAMY. 

At 1 o'clock a cannon shot was heard 
over in the village, to the astonishment 
of many of the Americans here. - In- 
quiry disclosed the fact that one of the 
head men of the village had just died, 
and that the cannon shot from an old 
Russian carronade was to announce the 
death. When the whites first began to 
make inroads among these natives polyg- 
amy and slavery were settled institutions 
amongthem. Both still exist to some 
extent at points of) the greatest distance 
from civilizing influence. The Russian 
church in Alaska has steadily pur- 
sued the policy of breaking up 
polygamy among the natives ever 
Since its missionaries began their 
work more than a century ago. The 
headman of the, Sitka village was 
brougMt within the fold of that church, 
but attempted for a long time to conceal 
the fact that he was indulging ina plu- 
rality of wives. When off at distant 
fishing and canning stations he could do 
this with impunity, and with little or no 
danger that any of his people would ex- 
pose him. They will not testify against 
each other if it can be helped. When he 
came into the ranch or village last fall 
he was detected in this mode of living, 
and, in a manner, coerced into surren- 
Gering his youngest and most attractive 
wife, He had been married to the first 
one *‘United States fashion,” and as the 
Russian church does not recognize di- 
vorce he could not put her away in favor 
of the younger one. 

The result of this was that this. stolid, 
tgciturn Indian, whose appearance and 
general conduct would indicate that not 
a particle of sentiment entered into his 
character, actually pined away and died 
of grief. Nothing that his people could 
do would stimulate him to any exertion. 
None of the blandishments and caresses 
of his first wife, and she was kind to 
him, could arouse him from his stupor 
of grief, and this stout and lusty fisher- 
man, who had brayed hundreds of fierce 
storms in his cedar canoe, died actually 
of a broken heart. 

THE POTLATCH. 

Now comes the “‘potlatch.” He had 
been laying up blankets against the day 
of a royal, roistering ‘‘potlatch” in his 
lifetime. A score of natives visited the 
trader’s store and bought nearly a ton 
of stuff for the feast. Canned goods, 
boxes of crackers by the dozen, and 
everything that could be obtained to cat 
were hauled over by them to the village 
on trucks to be consumed in the ‘‘pot- 
latch,” which will last for several 
days and nights. A *‘potlatch” without 
something strong to drink is a compara- 
tively tame affair. The sale of whisky 
to these people is carefully guarded 
against, and when detected, which is 
quite often, severely punished. They 
buy large quantities of molasses, how- 
ever, and from this surreptitiously distill 
an intoxicating drink called ‘hooche- 
noo,” with which they enliven their 
“potlatches.” 

The first night of this one has just 
passed, and the howling and dancing 
which went on in the large house of the 
dead headman showed that considerable 
**hoochenoo” had in some way been pro- 
vided for the occasion. The house has 
no chimney, and the smoke from the 
fire, built in the center of the floor, es- 
capes through a hole in the roof. The 
walls glisten with black soot. The dance 
has no figures, but is simply a cadenced 
step in a circle around the fire, the time 
being given on a sortof tomtom or tam- 
bourine. When each dancer gets tired, 
he squats down anywhere to eat and rest. 
Soit goes on all night long, and day in 
and day out, until the supplies are all 
gone, and the blankets all parted with to 
buy the means of keeping up the “pot- 
latch.” 

The duration of the “wake” depends 
upon the supply of blankets. The ‘‘pot- 
latches” invariably end in the impover- 
ishment of those who givethem. A na- 
tive who gives a ‘‘potlatch” and retains 
any of his property afterwards is dis-

used with an iron shoe the frog portios 
or pad, has a front plate and two side 
wings partially imbedded in it to holá 
the rubber shoe in place.
